Hi  Justin, 


One  more  note.  You  may  want  to  collaborate  with  Michael  Dinh.  He  was  able  to 
design  signs  for  our  5858  Wilshire  location  that  combined  ALL  parking  requirements 
for  both  our  permit  and  regular  street  parking  into  one  sign  rather  than  splitting  them 
into  two. 

This  would  help  us  to  stay  within  the  maximum  number  of  signs  per  pol  allowed  if 
there  are  already  poles  with  two  signs  on  them.

At  first  site,  the  number  of  signs  needed  seem  significantly  high.  Are  you  able  to 
send  a breakdown  of  the  number  of  signs  needed  for: 

1.  The  vending  zones 

2.  The  height  limit  buffer  zones 

And  I know  this  is  assuming  we'd  have  to  install  ALL  new  poles,  but  after  doing  a 
site  check  myself,  I was  under  the  impression  there  were  plenty  of  existing  poles  or 
street  light  poles  that  the  signs  could  be  installed  on  and  mostly  all  of  them  currently 
just  have  1 sign,  so  we  wouldn't  exceed  the  2 sign  maximum  per  pole.  How  can  we 
confirm  this?
